Sanders wins New Hampshire 


Buttigieg finishes a close second, Klobuchar a 
strong third; Biden, Warren end further back

MANCHESTER, N.H.» Bernie Sand- 
ers won New Hampshire’s presi- 
dential primary election Tuesday 
night, narrowly edging moderate 


rival Pete Buttigieg and scoring 
the first clear victory in the Dem- 
ocratic Party’s chaotic 2020 nom- 
ination fight. 

In his win, the 78-year-old 
Sanders, a self-described demo- 
cratic socialist, beat back a strong 
challenge from the 38-year-old 
former Midwestern mayor, two 


men representing different gen- 
erations and wings of their party. 

“This victory here is the be- 
ginning of the end for Donald 
Trump,” Sanders declared. 

As Sanders and Buttigieg cel- 
ebrated, an unexpectedly strong 
performance from Amy Klobu- 
char gave her a path out of New 
Hampshire as the contest moves 
on to the string of state-by-state 
primary contests that lie ahead.

Property 
owners 
will get fire 
tax refunds 


County supervisors OK 
giving $6.8 million to 
those who paid surcharge

San Antonio Heights and Up- 
land property owners are getting 
a refund. 

The San Bernardino County 
Board of Supervisors on Tuesday 
approved giving $6.8 million, plus 
$400,000 in interest, back to prop- 
erty owners who paid a special tax 
for county fire services in fiscal 
years 2017-18 and 2018-19. 

The refund, which includes in- 
terest and other fees, was granted 
after San Antonio Heights resi- 
dents won a lawsuit against the 
Local Agency Formation Commis- 
sion and the county. The suit al- 
leged property owners did not get a 
formal vote on the matter. The tax, 
about $150 a year, was imposed on 
property owners in both commu- 
nities after there weren’t enough 
written protests to stop it. 

In 2016, Upland officials voted 
to disband its fire department and 
join the county fire district to save 
money. However, LAFCO included 
San Antonio Heights, which is an 
unincorporated community north 
of Upland, in the deal, though the 
agency did not have the authority 
to do so, a San Bernardino County 
Superior Court judge ruled. 

“Just because you're a small com- 
munity, don’t think the county has 
the authority to push you around

Four attacks between August 
and January on San Bernardi- 
no’s westside that resulted in five 
deaths and two injuries are be- 
lieved to be connected and gang- 
related, police said Tuesday.

The common thread was that 
the slayings happened west of 
the 215 Freeway, an area of high 
gang activity. 

The weapons used were hand- 
guns and high-powered rifles.
